Dilworth Goes First 


As a result of a drawing, Dil­ 
worth will go first. Commentator 
John Roberts of WEIL and WFIL- 
TV will be moderator. 


It will m ark the first time in 
history that Pennsylvania's guber 
natorial candidates will m eet in 
such a debate, and it will be the 
only one of the cam paign unless 
Scranton changes his plans. The 
GOP candidate said his tight cam 
paign schedule rules out the pos­ 
sibility of a second meeting. 


Neither Dilworth nor Scranton 
will be able to use a prepared 
script. Charts, graphs and refer­ 
ence m aterials also are taboo. 
Each candidate will be supplied 
note paper for use. 


Both will use one studio, from 
which the public will be banned. 
The only persons present will be 
technicians, Roberts and one aide 
for each candidate. Trick cam era, 
split screen and “ reaction” shots 
will be forbidden. 


Brewing Since March 


The debate, which has been 
brewing since March, has been 
the source of various charges. 
Both Dilworth and Scranton ac­ 
cused each other of trying to 
avoid the face-to-face meeting. 
Every television and radio sta­ 
tion will be offered the right to 
show' the debate on a live or tape 
basis, providing delayed broad­ 
casts are used within 48 hours in 
their entirety, with no cutting.

worked as a coal miner. While 
he was there he got in touch with 
the Church World Service—and it 
was then just a m atter of waiting 
for someone to act as sponsor.

Two days later they were wel­ 
comed again, when they attended 
a service at Bristol Presbyterian 
Church. Both Jozsef and Maria 
are members of the Reformed 
Church. 


The past few days they have 
been settling in their new home, 
and seeing a little of their new 
country. 


What they have seen they like. 
Maria likes her big refrigerator, 
and prefers her electric cooker to 
the gas stove she had in Bel­ 
gium. Jozsef likes the country 
too, but at the moment he is con­ 
centrating on getting a job so 
that he can be self-supporting, 
and on brushing up his English. 


Although he hopes eventually to 
get work in an iron or steel mill, 
he is willing to do any work for 
the time being. 


He is also hoping to take up 
his favorite sport of soccer, a 
game which he played in Europe. 
Before he fled from Hungary he 
was one of the star players of 
Szeged. He has his boots and soc­ 
cer ball with him just in case 
there is any chance of a game. 


Soon, little Jozsef will be going 
to kindergarten. In a few years 
time Gabriel 
will follow. 
The 
chances are that neither they nor 
their parents will ever see Hun­ 
gary again. 


But at least they will have one 
reminder of Europe. 


For when told that in modern 
America the woman of the family 
was often the boss, Jozsef was 
emphatic: “Outside it is America 
—but in here it is still Hungary," 
he said with a smile.
